STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The claims now recite "the first former-stage clock low level is shorter in time than the 
first clock low level and is completely covered in time within the first clock low level" and that 
"the second clock high level is shorter in time than the second former-stage clock high level and 
is completely covered in time within the second former-stage clock high level". Examiner 
initially notes that the language stating that the corresponding "level" is "completely covered in 
time" is somewhat awkward. Although this language is awkward, Examiner contends that one 
skilled in the art would understand this language to merely states that the "low" pulse or "high" 
pulse of the first mentioned signal occurs within the corresponding "low" or "high" pulse of the 
second mentioned signal. While the reference to Tsai, applied in the rejection discloses non- 
overlapping pulses, the shorter pulses of these non-overlapping pulses do not occur within longer 
ones. Thus, Tsai is not seen to meet the present claim language.
